Victim, male, 17, student, injured as a result of the crime of attempted murder 

at Lethbridge on January 8, 1961 (section 26). Offender charged, convicted 

and sentenced to life imprisonment. Victim shot through the spine and paralyzed 
from the waist down. Interim award $30.00 a month commencing February 1, 1970. 

Amount paid to applicant for the year 1971 is $360.00. Total amount paid out 

to date is $6,665.00. Application reviewable in 1972. 


DECISION NUMBER 14a-71 Application Number C.C.B. 3la-69 


Victim, male, 19, single, student, shot by his friend with a rifle at Edmonton 
on May 27, 1967 (section 26). At the time both boys were 14 years of age. 

The charge was withdrawn against the juvenile offender after the court re- 
ceived a report from a psychiatrist. The applicant was struck in the neck 

and he is partially paralyzed on the right side. In 1970 applicant received 
an interim award of $1,825.50. Interim monthly award of $50.00 from November, 
Po / lee Osand, including October, 1972." Total amotnt cf 19/7 award is ?S779.3c0: 
Total amount paid out as of December 31, 1971, is $2,605.30. Application 
reviewable in 1972.

Victim, male, 40, divorced, labourer and taxi driver, unemployed, injured 

at Edmonton on December 10. 1967 (section 26) after picking up three men driving 
them to a house and while in the house drinking was assaulted. Offender 

charged with assault causing bodily harm was convicted. Sustained aggravation 
of old back injury from the beating and loss of left eye. Final award $1,065.00. 


DECISION NUMBER 27a-71 Application Number C.C.B. 43a-70 


Victim, female, 46, divorced, formerly a waitress now unemployed, was stabbed 
with a knife at Edmonton on June 4, 1967 (section 26) by her husband at her 
place of employment. The offender was charged with wounding with intent and 
convicted. Victim was stabbed several times in the body and in the right 
hand. Interim monthly award of $40.00 continuing from October 1, 1971, until 
date of review in January, 1972. Total amount of award for 1971 is $1,007.00. 


DECISION NUMBER 28a-71 Application Number C.C.B. 47a-70 


Victim, male, 54, married, unemployed, but previously a microwave technician 
and temporarily working with the post office, injured at Edmonton on July L5, 
1968, as a result of an assault upon him by his son-in-law (section 26). 
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Offender charged with assault causing bodily harm and convicted. Civil 
action begun and completed. No money recovered from civil action thus far. 
Applicant sustained a blow to his head which caused him to fall producing 
a severe cerebral hematoma with right hemi-paresis and aphasia. Totally 
disabled. Interim monthly award of $625.00 commencing October, 1971, for 
one year. Total amount of award for 1971 is $7,775.00. 


DECISION NUMBER 32a-71 Application Number C.C.B. 29a-70 


Victim, male, 46, married, occupation sales representative, shot at Calgary 

on February 29, 1968 (section 26). Offender charged with criminal negligence 
and possession of an offensive weapon and convicted. Victim's right carotid 
artery was severed by the bullet and he has a resultant hemiplegia and aphasia 
being almost totally incapacitated. Interim monthly award of $350.00 from 
November, 1971, to and including October, 1972. Application reviewable in 
oie eee Otal amount of award for 1971 is) $3, 700.00. 


DECISION NUMBER 33a-71 Application Number C.C.B. 34a-70 


Victim, male, 27, single, apprentice electrician, struck by a bullet at Calgary 
on July 20, 1969 (section 26) while out drinking and shooting with his com- 
panion. No charge laid against offender. The Board decided that the offender 
was guilty of causing bodily harm by criminal negligence. Victim was struck 
in the spine and is paralyzed from the waist down. He is on social assistance. 
Interim monthly award $40.00 from November, 1971, to and including October, 
1972. The Board has made arrangements for financing his tuition to learn the 
English language as well as reimbursing him for all of his automobile expenses. 
Applicant is receiving close to $300.00 a month under social assistance. 
Application reviewable in 1972. Total amount of award for 1971 is $575.00. 
Civideaction. 


DECISION NUMBER 35a-71 Application Number C.C.B. 44a-70 


Widow, 24, with two children, homemaker, whose husband was murdered at Calgary, 
applied for compensation for death benefits. Thirteen members of a motor 

cycle gang were charged with non-capital murder and were convicted. Appeals 
were made and the criminal proceedings were not concluded at the end of 1971. 
The widow's husband was a truck driver for the Government of Alberta and 

died as a result of a brutal beating to his head and body on March 7, 1970. 
Civil action to be considered after conclusion of appeals. Widow is 

recipient of orphans benefits and widow's pension. Interim monthly award 

of $330.00 from December, 1971, to and including November, 1972. Reviewable 
at this time. Total amount of award for 1971 is $3,969.03. 


DECISION NUMBER 37a-71 Application Number C.C.B. #62a-70 


Victim, male, 57, married, bricklayer, was injured at Edmonton on July 23, 1969, 
(section 26) as a result of robbery with violence. Offender charged and 
convicted. Assault occurred in a parking lot near the Mayfair Hotel and the 
applicant was knocked to the ground and kicked sustaining a cerebral concussion, 
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multiple lacerations and contusions to the face area. Aggravation of previous 
cervical spine ankylosing spondylosis and labyrinth disturbance. Interim 
monthly award of $75.00 from June, 1971, to November, 1971. Application 
reviewable at that time. Total amount paid to applicant as of November,

Victim, male, 53, married, machinist, injured at Edmonton by a relative after 
coming home from work, Offender charged and convicted of assault causing. 

The applicant was beaten with a metal crowbar and sustained 
multiple lacerations to his face and legs. Broken tooth, damaged eyes and 
broken bone in his left hand. Amending decision. for medical expenses in 

the amount of $261.00. Total award $2,018.54. Civil action completed but no 
money recovered. 


DECISION NUMBER 40-71 Application Number C.C.B. 48-70 


Victim, male, 27, single, maintenance worker, injured in Calgary on October 
Oeml969, in the Cabaret Room of a hotel. ‘Incident not reported to the police. 
The applicant alleged that he had lost frontal vision in his left eye but 
there was no medical evidence to confirm this. Award refused as the applicant 
did not report the incident to the police and failed to co-operate with the 
Board. 


DECISION NUMBER 41-71 Application Number C.C.B. 67-70 


Victim, male, 72, single, retired, injured while intoxicated on the street on 
June 6, 1970, at Edmonton, by a drunk man who gave him "the shoulder" knock- 
ing the applicant over the curb whereby he fell to the ground and suffered a 
broken right hip. Offender unknown. Applicant died on January 1, 1971, from 
an illness not connected with the alleged offence. No basis for payment of 
compensation to the deceased. Award refused. Legal fees $25.00. 


DECISION NUMBER 42-71 Application Number C.C.B. 61-70 


Victim, male, 31, single, student, injured by other prisoners when he was 
booked by the police on a charge of indecent assault in Edmonton on October 
30, 1969. Offender charged with assault causing bodily harm and sentenced to 
18 months. Victim sustained fractured nose with a severe beating as a result 
of which there was a precipitation of a psychotic depression. Applicant had 
a long history of acute schizophrenic breakdowns. Award $171.50. 
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DECISION NUMBER 43-71 ‘Application Number C.C.B. 27-69 


Victim, male, 45, married, farmer, injured on February 28, 1969, after leaving 
a beer parlour in Edmonton (section 26) with the two offenders who were charged 
with robbery with violence, convicted and each sentenced to four years impri- 
sonment. Victim sustained a fractured right mandible, fractured left malar 
bone and multiple contusions and abrasions to his face and head. Legal and 
appraisers fees $386.75. Award refused to applicant as he was not still in 
actual financial need. 


DECISION NUMBER 44-71 : Application Number C.C.B. 73-70 


Victim, male, 60, married, storekeeper, injured at Calgary on December 11, 
1969, as a result of the crime of assault causing bodily harm in his store. 
Offenders unknown. Victim sustained a fractured right ankle and contusion of 
aeracial bone. Award $638.50. 


DECISION NUMBER 45-71 Application Number C.C.B. 59-70 


Victim, female, 53, widow, on welfare but does occasional parttime house- 
cleaning, injured in Edmonton, Alberta, as a result of a crime of robbery 
with violence. Offender unknown. Victim sustained bruises of her face and 
leg. Her nose was fractured and a hematoma developed at the site of the nasal 
Surgery which became partially calcified and might require further medical - 
attention. Award $246.50. 


DECISION NUMBER 46-71 Application Number C.C.B. 76-70 


Victim, female, 64, married, janitoress and homemaker, injured on April 3, 
1970, in Edmonton as a result of the crime of rape and assault causing 
bodily harm. Offender unknown. Victim sustained bruises on her face, chest 
and left knee and suffered nervous shock. Award $1,595.00. 


DECISION NUMBER 47-71 Application Number C.C.B. 41-70 


Widow, Treaty Indian, 26, homemaker with 8 children applied for death benefits 
as the result of the death of her husband from the crime of assault causing 
bodily harm which occurred in Wetaskiwin on October 19, 1969. Widow's husband 
died on May 29, 1970, as the result of the beating he had received. Offenders 
were charged and convicted. Widow and her children had been living on the 
Reserve and were recipients of welfare. Interim monthly award of $50.00 

from March, 1971, to and including February, 1972. Reviewable 1972. Total 


amount of award for 1971 is $550.00. 


DECISION NUMBER 48-71 Application Number C.C.B. 65-70 


Widow, Treaty Indian, 45, with 6 children, unemployed and on welfare applied 
for death benefits as the result of the death of her husband on February 21, 
1970, at Grande Prairie. Two offenders were convicted of manslaughter and 
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Sentenced to five years imprisonment. Widow's husband besides sustaining 
very severe head injuries and other bodily injuries had a blood alcohol level 
of 26%. Interim monthly award of $25.00 from March; 19713 *to-and *inciudine 
February, 1972. Reviewable 1972. Total amount of award for 1971 is $300.00. 


DECISION NUMBER 49-71 Application Number C.C.B. 60-70 


Victim, male, 20, married, labourer, injured as a result of the crime of 

robbery with violence on August 19, 1970, in Edmonton by two men while he was 

on his way home. Offenders unknown. Victim sustained depressed fracture of 
right parietal bone with a severe beating about head and body with resultant 
concussion. Interim monthly award of $40.00 from January. 1971, CO analincluding 
December, 1971. Total amount of award for 1971 is $618.00. 


DECISION NUMBER 50-71 Application Number C.C.B. 63-70 


Victim, male, 45, married, injured as a result of a car accident near Fort 
MacLeod on February 22, 1962 (section 26). Injuries sustained from direct 
collision of automobiles were cerebral concussion with resultant post trau- 
matic chronic brain syndrome and psychosis secondary to cerebral injuries. 
Left hemi-paresis with fractured ribs. No criminal offence proven to bring 
the victim's application within the Act. Medical reports $30.00. Award 
refused. 


DECISION NUMBER 51-71 Application Number C.C.B. 78-70 


Victim, male, 61, single, on welfare with minimal parttime indefinite employ- 
ment injured on February 17, 1970, in an apartment house in Edmonton as a 
result of the crime of wounding with intent. Offender was found not guilty 
by reason of insanity. All persons involved had been drinking. Victim 

was castrated and also sustained a laceration extending through his right 
cheek exposing the teeth, lacerating the gums and injuring the facial nerve. 
Victim made some attempt to preserve the peace in coming to the assistance 
of the woman the offender was raping. The victim therefore comes under 

the pain and suffering section of the Act. Interim monthly award of $40.00 
for life commencing April, 1971, was made. Total amount of award for 1971 


$600.00. 


DECISION NUMBER 52-71 Application Number C.C.B. 46-70 
Victim, male, 27, married, ironworker, injured in Edmonton after leaving a 
beer parlour as a result of a crime of assault causing bodily harm. Three 
men were charged and convicted. Civil action was requested by the Board 
against the offenders. Victim sustained extensive facial lacerations with 
broken nose and resultant difficulty in the sight of his left eye. Victim 
and his family were on welfare. Deductions $656.00. Final award $803.20. 
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DECISION NUMBER 53-71 Application Number C.C.B. 68-70 


Victim, male, 41, married, truckdriver, injured as a result of assault causing 
bodily harm on November 1, 1970, in his yard in Calgary. Offender was on wel- 
fare, charged and convicted. Victim sustained a fracture of the right fibula. 
Award $1,527.50. 


DECISION NUMBER 54-71 Application Number C.C.B. 11-71 


Victim, female, 57, married, cashier, injured as a result of assault causing 
bodily harm in a restaurant in Calgary on November 27, 1970. \ Offender was 
charged and convicted. Victim went to the assistance of the manager of the 
restaurant who was being assaulted. Victim sustained.contusion on right chest 
wall. Award $290.00. 


DECISION NUMBER 55-71 Application Number C.C.B. 15-70 


Victim, male, 16, single, student at highschool, injured on July 2, 1969, as 

a result of crime of common assault on a street in Edmonton when he was struck 
on the head by a stone thrown by another juvenile who was charged and convicted 
(section 26). Civil action begun by applicant. Victim sustained epidural 
hematoma in the left temporal and parietal areas leaving him with physical 
disabilities involving his speech, weakness in his right leg and some 
permanent alteration in his intellectual capacity. Interim award $316.00. 


DECISION NUMBER 56-71 Application Number C.C.B. 80-70 


Widow, 24, with two children, whose occupation was that of a waitress, real 
estate salesman, applied for death benefits as the result of the death of her 
husband which occurred on May 19, 1970, when he was shot and killed in his 
apartment in Edmonton. Offender was charged and convicted of manslaughter 
and sentenced to twelve years in the penitentiary. The widow's husband was 
a truckdriver and she received $6,000.00 from life insurance policies on his 
life. She was on welfare at the time of her application to the Board. The 
widow was separated from her husband when he was killed. Interim monthly 
award in the amount of $300.00 commencing April, 1971. Total amount of 
award for 1971 is $2,700.00. Reviewable 1972. 


DECISION NUMBER 57-71 Application Number C.C.B. 22-71 


Victim, female, 65, single, nurse, who was injured as a result of the crime 
of assault causing bodily harm in Calgary on April 19, 1970, and for which 
the offender was charged and convicted. Victim received multiple superficial 
knife injuries to her back and neck as well as suffering nervous shock, 


Award $185.00. 
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DECISION NUMBER 58-71 Application Number C.C.B. 8-71 


Victim, male, 72, married, parking attendant, injured as a result of a crime of 
assault causing bodily harm in Calgary on May 2, 1970, for which the offender 
is unknown, Victim struck on the head rendering him unconscious. Index finger 
on left hand cut eventually requiring amputation due to infection with 257% 
disability to his second finger at first joint. Injury to victim resulted 


in his attempt to grab the assailant's knife. Deduction Workmen's Compensation 
$1,185.28. Award $1,343.85,

Victim, male, 51, married, occupation ground maintenance, injured as a result 
of assault causing bodily harm on April 11, 1970, in the beer parlour of a 
hotel at Cold Lake.

a comminuted fracture of the lower third of his right tibia and fibula.

Victim, male, 41, married, occupation service station attendant, injured as 

a result of assault causing bodily harm on July 3, 1970, by unknown offenders 
in his yard in Edmonton, Victim sustained a cut across his nose. Deductions 
$174.00 Unemployment Insurance benefits. Award $365,00.

Victim, male, 37, married, occupation plasterer, truckdriver and landscaper, 
injured as a result of assault causing bodily harm on December 1, 1969. 
Offender charged and convicted. Victim sustained facial injuries including
